This makes Mr. Dun the Interest- 
ins center of netutlatlons from this'time 
forward, unless tho United States .should 
decline to allow him to act as the direct 
renrescnt-itlvc of.

It Is sold' that tho usual course would be 
for the-State Department to notify Mr. 
T)an and also Minister Dcnby at Pehln 
that they were at liberty to transmit 
from China, to Japan, such direct pence 
overtures as the former desired to make.
